ing Dublin. And in Dublin are the 
German and Italian legations and 
the Japanese consulate, the latter, 
oddly enough, only opened after 
1939. 

Official statistics show that no 
Japanese ships were entering Eire 
ports before or since the war. Irish 
imports from Japan, amounting in 
19387 to 517,000 pounds ($2,068,000), 
declined by 200,000 pounds ($800,- 
000) in 1988, while Irish exports to 
Japan fel) from 1,000 pounds ($4.- 
000) in 1937 to nothing in 1938. What 
the Consulate does which ordinary 
consulates do, is obscure.

QUEBEC, Feb. 9.—(CP)—Fisher- 
ies Minister Michaud told a politi- 
cal meeting Saturday night that by 
March, 1943, Canada will be “finan- 
cially and economically” free from 
Britain. 

“We will fave furnished enough 
provisions and arms by that time 
to pay off all debts that Canada 
owed to British capital,’ Mr. Mich- 
aud said. He spoke in support of 
Justice Minister St. Laurent, offi- 
cial Liberal candidate in the Dom- 
inion by-election for Quebec East 
Feb. 9. 

Being financially and economic- 
ally free from Britain will mean. 
Mr. Michaud said, that “we will be 
free to find markets where we 
wish. We will no longer have to 
import from Britain things that our 
own workers can produce here.” 

Robert Laurier, who resigned 

Thursday as Ontario minister of 
mines, told the rally that he gave 

up his post “not only because | 
am a Liberal but particularly be- 
cause I am a Canadian, 

“If I left Premier Hepburn it was 
because I could not accept seeing 
him support the Conservative 
Party of Mr. Meighen.” 

Justice Minister St. Laurent said 
that he is a member of a committee 
which has been formed in Ottawa

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Goebbels’ Lullaby 


Herr Goebbels has been telling the 
world again how hungry and miserable 
and dispirited the Germans are—under 
Hitler. If he was doing this without 
the Hitler consent or instigation, the 
Herr Doktor would be minus his head 
some morning. As he has been at it 
for weeks and is still alive, he is of 
course doing it under orders. The pur- 
pose js obvious. If the Allied nations 
can be got to suppose that Germany is 
about down and out, they may ease up 
on their production of munitions and 
training of armies, and push the fight- 
ing and planning with less energy. 
Nothing would suit the Fuehrer’s pro- 
gram better, hence Goebbels is set the 
task of singing the Allies to sleep with 
the supposed swan-song of Naziism. 

There is little danger that the Allied 
governments or military leaders will be 
taken in by this ruse, but there is some 
danger that the Allied public may be 
more open to deception. If anywhere 
in the United Nations men work more 
slowly on munitions jobs, or grow in- 
different to war funds appeals, or re- 
sent the imposition of heavy war taxes, 
or in any way put personal interests or 
wants ahead of war needs and pur- 

, they will be doing just what 
err Hitler and his propaganda minis- 
ter want them to do. 


Stripping For Action 


It is not very reassuring to read 
that while General Percival was telling 
correspondents Singapore will be held, 
a pillar of smoke rising from burning 
oil tanks to the north marked the 
site of the great naval base, which 
took twenty years to build and cost 
£100,000,000. But neither is it cause to 
assume that the island fortress is 
doomed, 

The naval base there was located on 
the north side of the island. It was not 
planned and gunned to fight land 
forces only a mile away, but warships 
up to twenty times that distance out 
at sea. At a range of a mile it is not so 
much*a question of how big shells are 
as how many of them land on the tar- 
get. Japanese artillery across the 
strait could exchange ten—or a hun- 
dred—shots for one with the huge guns 
in’the bastion, and at that distance tear 
the bastion to pieces. It was destroyed 
because it was untenable in circum- 
stances the architects had never con- 
templated. To them, not to the defend- 
ers, the blame belongs. 

But Bataan peninsula was not fortt- 
fied for defence against either sea or 
land attack; and it still stands after 
two months’ battering from land and 
air and sea, and countless assaults by 
an enemy force numbered in hundreds 
of thousands. What MacArthur has 
done at Bataan, Percival may do at 
Singapore despite the hampering pres- 
ence of a huge civilian population. 


Post-War Plans 


If in time of peace it is well to pre- 
pare for a prospective war, it is equal- 
ly wise in time of war to prepare for the 
return of peace—without letting the 
plan-making divert attention from. the 
business in hand. It is therefore good 
news that while the energies of the 
country are being strained to ensure 
victory, thought is being given at Ot- 
tawa to the conditions which may be 
expected to arise when the strain is re- 
laxed—and particularly to means by 
which the men in our fighting forces 
and war industries can be helped back 
into normal civilian occupation. 

As one measure to this end, a land 
settlement scheme is announced, the 
details to be made public shortly. The 
unemployment insurance system set in 
operation many months ago is building 
up funds upon which hundreds of 
thousands will be able to draw for sup- 
port if post-war times are difficult. A 
compulsory saving arrangement, which 
would compel every earner to lay aside 
part of his war-time earnings, has been 
frequently suggested, widely approved, 
and is fairly in prospect. 

Not less certainly helpful would be 
an increase in old age pension pay- 
ments and lowering of the qualifying 
age, since this would automatically re- 


tire a large number of aged wage-earn- | 
ers when their services are no longer | 


required. 

Not all these measures bear direct- 
ly on the problem of re-establishing dis- 
charged soldiers, sailors and airmen. 
But they all relate to that problem, be- 
cause the better general conditions can 
be made when the war ends the more 
easily the returning men will find 
places for themselves. We have the un- 
fortunate record of the former post- 
war years a8 a warning that the time to 
make these preparations is before de- 
mobilization begins, 


The Reserves Thrown In 


The Russians are running into stif- 


fer vesistance, particularly on the cen- 
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tral section of the long front, and in the 
Crimea. Heavy fighting is reported, 
instead of the rapid*advance of a fort- 
night ago, and at some points the Red 
forces say they are even ou(numbered. 
Their offensive has apparently not been 
stalled, but it has obviously been 
slowed down. 

The Nazis, it may be assumed, in- 
tend to hold Smolensk and keep their 
grip on the Crimean road to the Cau- 
casus without regard to cost. For the 
Same reasons—the threat to Moscow 
and the oil fields—the Russians will 
undoubtedly fight with the same dis- 
regard to losses. > 

Some days ago Herr Hitler was re- 
ported to have made peace with his 
disgrunted generals; and these were 
said to be throwing into the fight a 
dozen divisions which had been held in 
reserve for the projected spring offen- 
sive, while the Fuehrer had gone back 
to Berchtesgaden to digest his chagrin 
and plot new blitzkriegs. 


~ The growing opposition encountered 
by the Russian forces supports both 
these reports. That somebody other 
than Hitler has taken over direction of 
the Nazi forces seems very probable; 
and that enormous reinforcements of 
fresh men—fully equipped—have been 
rushed into the line is even more prob- 
able. The frost-bitten, half-starved 
men who had waded through snow for 
weeks in bitter cold did not suddenly 
turn about and give desperate battle to 
their pursuers. unless reinforced by 
new levies of fit men; nor would they 
be at all likely to do it unless the gen- 
erals who had formerly led them to vic- 
tory had been put again in charge. 


The course of events thus confirms 
the reports that the Nazi army which 
was intended to launch a new drive 
when spring returns to the eastern 
front is already engaged, and suffering 
the wear and tear of the mid-winter 
war.

The annual statement of the Bank 
of France shows the Bank “owes” Ger- 
many $1,291,600,000, and up to the end 
of 1941 had made advances of $2,850,- 
140,000 to support the Nazi garrison 
troops quartered in the occupied half 
of the country. France, already rob- 
bed of its movable wealth, is now be- 
ing drained of its credit and its people 
reduced to financial slavery for the 
future. The aim, thoroughly consistent 
with other Nazi measures, is to bank- 
rupt France so utterly it can never 
again become a first-rank power.

In a previous column I have made a 
brief analysis of the most recent Hitler 
speech, a complete copy of which in Ger- 
man I finally managed to obtain from the 
F.C.C., through the C.O.I, 

Apart from the fact that the entire 
speech is a self-justification and an at- 
tempt to prove that Germany, and in par- 
ticular the Nazis, are not 
responsible for this war, 
the most significant pas- 
Sages Of therspeech occur 
at the end jn the extreme- 
ly brief resume which 
Hitler makes of the war 
situation, and in particu- 
lar of the situation on 
“ the Eastern Front, 

a I shall quote that pas- 
Dorothy sage verbatim, and then 
Thompson — shall prove by document- 

ary evidence that it is a gross misrepre- 

sentation of the fact and that he is lying 

his head off. , 
The argument that he advances in this 

passage is that the Germans advanced for 
four months in the course of which they 
reached the gates of Moscow and Lenin- 
grad, and then for four months they- have 
been held up by the winter, 

According to this winter began in 
October, and that with the beginning of 
winter the Germans stopped their advance, 
and the Russians therefore have taken 
four months to make their gains. 


Apologia 

Hitler said: 

“Tt was of course not easy to change the 
offensive war into a defensive war. And it 
was not Russia that forced us to the de- 
fensive but only the cold . . and in this cold, 
troops who were not by nature accustomed 
to it cannot fight, as for instance they are 
fighting in certain months, in the glow- 
ing heat of the desert. In the moment in 
which this difficult change was necessary 
T again felt it was my duty to take the 
responsibility on my own shoulders. In 
doing so I wanted to save my soldiers 
even more... today it is the thirtieth of 
January, the winter was the great hope 
of our eastern opponents but it will not 
fulfill their hopes for them. 

“In the course of four months we 
teached the gates of Moscow and Lenin- 
grad. Four months of winter are now 
passed.” (Please note that according to 
this, winter began in October.) “The en- 
emy has gone forward a few kilometers 
in a few places at the cost of masses of 
blood and human lives, But in a few weeks 
the winter will break in the south and 
spring will come also in the north, the ice 
will melt and the hour will come when 
the ground is Again hard and dry, when 
the German musketeer, with his weapons 
can again operate on the enemy, And 
when new weapons will stream from the 
homeland and we shall defeat them, and 
avenge those who now have perished as 
victims of the frost alone.” 


October Defensive 

According to this statement the Ger- 
taans should have started to take the de- 
fensive jn October, This ig exactly what 
the generals proposed. The generals knew 
that winter was coming and the German 
armies should retreat to defensive posi- 
tions, But this is what Hitler did not allow. 
This is clear from Hitler’s address of Octo- 
ber 3, in which he said, “For the last 
forty-eight hours an operation of gigantic 
proportion is again in progress which will 
help to smash the enemy in the east. 

“... We are east of Smolensk, we are 
before Leningrad and on the Black Sea. 
We are before the Crimea.”

A curious despatch came into news- 
paper offices from London this morning 
from a correspondent of world-wide re- 
pute and proved reliability.

is now so desperate that there is little hope 
of avoiding such a sacrifice unless, at the 
last moment, it is decided to evacuate the 
forces to neighboring Dutch islands. 

It is now generally agreed, this censor- 
ed despatch pointed out, that Singapore 
cannot be properly defended against air 
attacks and, as those attacks grow in In- 
tensity, it will be impossible to withstand 


them, 
Wearing Down 


It is further believed, we are told, that 


the evident goa] of the Japanese strategy 
is to wear down the large and formidable 
garrison of the island by incessant bomb- 
ing before Jaunching a full-scale assault. 

Singapore's vulnerability to air attack, 
London admits, is due to lack of adequate 
fighter protection and the latter, in turn, 
is due largely to inadequacy of airdromes, 
The principa! military airdrome on Singa- 
pore island already is within easy artillery 
*range of Japanese positions across the 
Strait. Two important questions arise out 
of this despatch: ' 

The first is, why is Japan so anxious to 
occupy Singapore now that circumstances 
have rendered that stronghold relatively 
unimportant in the Pacific fighting? Why 
do they desire to capture this bastion at 
all, probably with great loss of life and 
equipment, when a skeleton force could 
keep it immobilized?

Annihilation 

It is clear from his own words that 
Hitler announced a Battle of Annihilation 
and a decision in the war before winter. 

In the following weeks both the Ger- 
man and Russian communiques indicated 
that the Germans were continuing an of- 
fensive—the Germans were after decisive 
victory, 

On October 21, the Russians were still 
on the defensive in Méscow and the Ger- 
mans still on the offensive in the Doenets 
Basin. 

On October 23, the Germans, still ad- 
vancing, were reported to be within 37 
miles of Moscow. On the Doenets Basin 
front they were advancing on Karkov, 

On October 25, there was a revitalized 
assault on Moscow, 

Similar reports of offensive came on 
October 27 and 28 from both Moscow and 
Berlin, 

On October 29, the German high com- 
mand announced that they were stream- 
ing into the Crimean Peninsula—the ad- 
vance was still going on, 

On October 31, the Russians acknowl- 
edged the German claim to have broken 
through the Soviet defences at Tula. 

On November 2, the Russians acknowl- 
ed that the invaders were near the 
Crimean capital, And on November 4, the 
German dispatches said that the Crimean 
defence force (the Russian) was split and 
that Dunkirks were imminent at Kerch 
and Sevastopol. 


Stalin’s Speech 


On November 7, with the German in- 
vaders sixty miles from Moscow, Stalin, 
celebrating the twenty-fourth anniversary 
of the Russian revolution spoke at a mili- 
tary review at the Red Square. He indi- 
cated that he knew exactly what his 
armies were planning. He said, “The Ger- 
man invaders are straining their last 
forces . . . another few months, another 
half year, ope year maybe and Hitlerite 
Germany must burst under the weight of 
her own crimes. 

“If one judges by Germany’s actual 
position and not by the boastful assertion 
of German propagandists it will not be 
difficult to see that the German fascist 
invaders are facing disaster.” 

But still Hitler continued the offensive. 

On November 9, the Germans claimed 
another break through in the Crimea and 
loval successes on other fronts. 

On November 10, the Soviet reported 
further withdrawals in the Crimea. 

On November 11, the Russians stated

Air Power 


The present reverses in Libya caused a 
ford deal of comment this week. People 
n Britain and people in Canada asked, 
“How is it that General Rommel, North 
Africa commander for the Axis, is able to 
make these advances when at Christmas 
time his forces were badly battered and 
seriously weakened?” 

The real answer lies in the diminished 
strength of the British navy in the Medi- 
terranean, British naval defence in this 
area has been so badly damaged by enemy 
aircraft that even the Italian navy can 
convoy supplies to North Africa with little 
difficulty.

The Russian counter-offensive began, 
therefore, in the south on November 30. 

The Germans still declared that they 
were punching holes in Moscow defences. 
The German offensive was still going on. 

On December 5, the Russians reported 
fen for their forces on the whole battle 
ine from Leningrad to the Sea of Azov. 

The decisive communique for the turn 
from an offensive to a defensive position 
came from Berlin on December 8, “The 
continuation of operations and the man- 
ner of the war's conduct in the east from 
now on will be dictated by winter.”

Therefore both the news and the Ger- 
man official statements indicate that the 
change from an offensive to a defensive 
position occurred not as Hitler suggested 
to his followers on Friday, in October, but 
(after four months) in the first weeks of 
December, And it was this delay forced 
upon the generals by Hitler, that has 
brought about the disaster in the east. And 
now Hitler admits by distorting the facts 
that it was a mistake, and in his s h he 
now tries to tell his people that he follow- 
ed the generals’ advice and that the de- 
fensive position was taken in October. This 
is not only a lie, it is an idiotic lie, which 
every German communique from the front 
between October and December 8 denies 
and which merely confirms that Hitler 
sacrificed hundreds of thousands of Ger- 
man youth and brought disaster to his 
armies in the eastyin order to get the 
Japanese to attack Pearl Harbor.

In his speech last Friday, Hitler said 
the German soldiers are being defeated 
wholly by the frost. But on December 20, 
Goebbels read a proclamation for Hitler, 
asking for warm clothes for the soldiers, 
saying they were needed for an army that 
“after.a year of the heaviest battles stands 
against an enemy who is superior in nume 
bers and in material.” 

Therefore it is not merely a defeat by 
the cold but by numbers and material. 

And how about the defeats in the 
Crimea? There is no frost on the Crimea— 
no more than on the Italian Riviera.

Now again in his recent speech, Hitler 
said that the Russians have just gotten 
back a few villages and that even these 
villages are no villages but heaps of 
wreckage. (Es sind keine Ortschaften, es 
sind nur Truemmerhaufen.) 

He admits that his troops have fost a 
great deal of ground but says that they 
are merely villages, in other words the 
villages that he spent German lives to 
gain, He says that merely losing ground 
is nothing. Spring will come. 

But what did he say on December 21, 
about losing ground? In the proclamation 
that he issued after the dismissal of 
Brauchitsch he said to his soldiers, “After 
your unforgettable and unprecedented 
victories against the most dangerous 
enemy of all time our armies in the east 
must now change over from warfare to 
trench warfare because of the sudden 
arrival of the Russian winter. Your task 
will be to hold and defend until the arrival 
of spring what you have gained with im- 
measurable heroism and heavy sacrifices 
fighting as fanatically as before.”

Note that in this statement Hitler ree 
ports that winter arrived three days before 
Christmas. 

Now it is obvious that no trench ware 
fare in northern Russia is possible if you 
begin it three days before Christmas, And 
it is also obvious that the stand ordered by 
Hitler when he succeeded Brauchitsch was 
beyond human possibility as Brauchitsch 
very well knew. And this is why Hitler 
spoke for an hour and forty-five minutes 
about everything except the position on 
the eastern front and devoted eight min- 
utes to telling the German people that it 
was _ all ec that way, and that he 
Teally followed Brauchitsch’s advice and 
that he never began another offensive in 
October, 

And if we, just journalists, way over in 
America can see that he is talking pure 
nonsense and trying to explain his own 
mistakes that have brought mourning into 
hundreds of thousands of German homes, 
how much more clearly must the Ger- 
man people see? 
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And Not A Dishcloth 


When they are all cooked, the dinners 
go into a vast hot cabinet, 180 at a time;

Puritans 

The Puritans of England received 
a rude jolt on Wednesday when 
they caused to be brought down in 
the House of Commons a motion to 
investigate the activities of the 
three women's war services.

Ru- 
mors flew around that the women's 
armies drank whisky. Some of the 
more prurient-minded biddies pass- 
ed the word around that the im- 
morality among these young wo- 
men, my dear, was simply awful. 

Succumbing at last to the insist- 
ence of the gossip-mongers—the 
nine spinsters of Tooley street— 
Major Clement Attlee, in obvious 
discomfort, introduced a motion 
that the women’s services should 
be investigated. 

Was the Commons annoyed? It 
was not. 

Was it worried? Not at all. 

The members, unanimously, lean- 
ed back in their benches and howl. 
ed with laughter—a gesture in 
which Major Attlee himself reluc- 
tantly joined.

T. Thompson, Edmonton: What is 
the truth about the situation in 
Southern Ireland? 

Well, the people of Eire are not 
friendly to Britain. But that does 
not mean they are friendly to 
Hitler. They dislike Hitler and 
Hitler's methods just as much as 
the British do. Unfortunately, their 
government keeps them sadly mis- 
informed so that they appear to be 
much more anti-British than they 
actually are. 

Southern Irish newspapers, for 
instance, are heavily censored. The 
Irish people did not know, for ex- 
ample, that American ships arriv- 
ing with food, are convoyed by 
British planes. No mention is al- 
lowed to be made in Irish news- 
papers of Irishmen serving with 
the British amies, although many 
thousands of them are so serving— 
gallantly and well.

Military courts have been 
set up that encroach on the rights 
of civil courts. 

It is quite likely that the average

ignorant of Britain's plight in this 
war. 

Otherwise they would undoubt- 
edly insist upon some co-operation

The truth fs that Eire is in the 
hands of foreign gangsters whose 
performance does not in any way 
reflect the true feeling of the 
warm-hearted and loyal Irish 


people.

I don't mean the good, solid, sub- 
stantial Toronto people, of whom 
there are thousands, but the salon 
lilies, those over-fed and over- 
moneyed social orchids who are 
convinced that civilization ends at 
Front street and the world at the 
Muskoka lakes. 

So when this discrimination 
against certain branches of the ser- 
vice began among these people in 
Toronto, no one cared very much 
because it was just the sort of thing 
they, in their simpering boorish- 
ness, would do.

But it is amazing that this nitwit 
snobbery should invade the West. 

It is doubly amazing that it should 
have been taken up in democratic

In the matter of home entertain- 
ment, some of our Edmonton people 
will receive only one of the arms 
of the service, 

There have been authenticated 
instances of Edmonton motorists 
offering lifts to men in one kind of 
uniform and refusing lifts to men in 
another kind. 

This is not only ill-bred, mis- 
chievous, wanton and cruel, but it 
tends to destroy the sympathy that 
should exist between the services 
and to create bad Teeling all around.

These young fellows who have 
enlisted in Canada's defence have 
offered to die for the rest of us. 
They stand between us and the sav- 
age hordes of Hitler and the mad 
monkey men of Japan. 

We lean on them all. We owe 
our lives and our safety to them all

Low Salaries 
For Teachers 
Attacked Here 


More than 60 per cent of the 
rural teachers in Canada are rat- 
ed as $600 a year employees or 
worse, A. J. H. Powell, principal 
of McCauley scheol and member 
of the salary investigation com- 
mittee of the Canadian Teachers’ 
Federation, told members of the 
Edmonton Kiwanis Club at their 
weekly luncheon in the Macdon- 
ald hotel, Monday. 

Mr. Powell is also member of a 
three-man provincial board in 
charge of post-war rehabilitation 
under the federal department of 
Pensions and nationa! health. Topic 
of his address wag “Educating for 
Democracy.” 

Philosophy of society is given 
through the schools and to reach the 
schools it must pass through the 
teachers, Mr. Powell explained. 
HAVE TO DO BETTER 

In Canada the philosophy of so- 
ciety is a democratic one, and if 
democracy and sound reverence for 
what Canada stands for are to be 
“sold” to Canadian children, the na- 
tion will have to do better than 
offer $600 salaries’ to the teaching 
personnel of the rural schools of 
Canada, Mr. Powell warned.

H. D. Ainlay which will be 
presented te city council Mon- 
day night by the city commis- 
sioners, The city debt on Decem- 
ber 31, 1935 stood at $32,820,815.67 
the report disclosed, 

During the period from December 
31, 1986 to December 31, 1941 there 
was added*to the debt $2,646,649.54, 
with retirements and cancellations 
during the period amounting to 
$9,476,479.31, to leave the present 
debt as stated above. 


SINKING FUND , 

Sinking fund asbets on December 
31, 1935 stood at $11,159,366.24 and 
had increased by $1,281,001.40 by 
January, 1937 for a total of $12,440,- 
367.64, These assets at December 31, 
1941 stood at $5,720.434.37, the de- 
crease being due to cancellations 
under the Fortin re-financing plan 
of $6,500,000 of Edmonton bonds. 

The amount expended between 
the end of 1935 and 1941 for the 
retirement of the city debt was 
$8,925,305.16.

You 
were convicted for breaking and 
entering and theft at Prince Al- 
bert while still a juvenile,” he add- 
ed, and proceeded to pass sentence 
of two years on each count.

McKenney

One of the most colorful of thes¢ 
pioneers was Walter Wyman of 
Boston, a whist and auction bridge 
player. He wrote many articles 
about the game, and collaborated 
with Milton C. Work in the devel- 
opment of bidding tactics 

Probably no player ever had a 
greater eye for color in bridge than 
Walter Wyman. He would record 
every hand he played or saw or 
heard of, in which anything inter- 
esting or uNusual happened, and 
these records were made into many 
colorful articles such as the last he 
published, on “King Plays” and 
“Queen Plays.” 

Today's hand was played in a 
Boston tournament and Wyman 
happened to be an Opponent of the 
declarer He noticed a fine play 
that would escape the ordinary ob- 
server, praised the declarer highly 
and showed the hand to many of 
his friends as an instance of fore- 
sight, 

On the opening lead the ace of 
spades won the jack and dummy 
was put in with a high diamond to 
lead a club for the finesse of the 
ten. West won and led a heart, put- 
ting East in with the ace for a 
return of spades. The third spade 
was won in dummy with the king, 
a second club was led and the 
queen won, 

But the ace of clubs failed to drop 
the king. South thereupon cashed 
the queen of diamonds, led the third 
diamond and finessed the seven- 
epot. Then the last top diamond was 
cashed and a squeeze developed. 
East could not hold both the king 
of clubs and his heart stopper. De- 
clarer actually won ten tricks. 

How was it possible for the de- 
clarer to take a finesse in diamonds 
after cashing the ace and queen? 
Because when he first led a dia- 

. mond to the ace, he led the eight- 
spot, not the three. This play loses 
nothing, and remotely might be

Hundreds of thousands of new 
lunch boxes are now being packed 
in Canadian homes every day for 
our vast industrial army. That's a 
sign of the times. 

But an awakened sense of the 
part nutrition plays in our war 
jeffort is another sign of the times 

Any old thing won't do. He must 
have a well-chosen variety with 
appetite appeal. And his luncheon 
should be varied from day to day. 
For example, occasionally include 
la steaming hot cream soup (they 
lhold the heat longer than clear 
lsoups) in a thermos bottle; a raw 


vegetable salad in an empty jelly 


jar, 

Vary the meat sandwich from 
time to time, but always include no 
less than two hearty sandwiches 
for each lunch. In making sand- 
wiches, use day-old bread and make 
a filling that will not soak into the 
bread and cause it to become soggy. 

The favorite sandwich for men is 
cold sliced roast beef: Slice it thick, 
spread. slices of bread with a mix- 
ture of half mayonnaise and half 
mustard, add a large leaf of crisp, 
dry lettuce, chopped pickle or 
pickle relish, top with the cold 
roast. These are the makings of a 
hearty meal. With the roast beef 
sandwich pack a bottle of cold po- 
tato salad, an orange, a pint of 
milk and pie. 


MEAT LOAF ON RYE 

Another good comination for 
hungry men is sliced meat loaf 
sandwich, Save three or four thick 
Slices of meat loaf. Use rye bread, 
butter, slices of sour pickle and 
meat loaf. In a thermos bottle pack 
steaming hot cream of tomato soup. 
With this go three or four strips of 
celery, potato 


cake 


with 6 strips crisp bacon, crumbled. 
Add 1 teaspoon chili sauce and 
spread between slices of brown 
bread for one sandwich. For the 
second sandwich, broil a 2-inch 
wide meat patty and serve between 
Slices of white bread with grated 
raw carrot. To round out this meal, 
add a whole raw tomato, a whole 
banafa, oatmeal cookies and milk 
Always broil meat for sandwiches 
when it is to be eaten cold. It has 
a better flavor and will not be 
covered with cold grease. Wrap 
sandwiches in waxed paper—empty 
bread wrappers help conserve 
paper.

Your Baby 


Children, like adults, have just 
go much capacity for food and once 
this capacity is exceeded they are 
out of the market for food. It is 
almost impossible to get a child to 
eat all the food he is supposed to 
eat at a meal if the sharp edge of 
his appetite has been removed by 
between-meal piecings. ’ 

Under-weight might casily be 
tied up with this very habit which 
seems too trivial to need such ser- 
ious consideration. 

Yet this would seem to be all that 
was at fault in the regimen of this 
14-months-old baby. Her mother 
writes, “My daughter has six teeth, 
weighs 234, pounds and is as active 
as a flea, She has been walking 
since her tenth month and goes up 
and down stairs like a flash. She 
still has one bottle a day at bed- 
time, but drinks the rest of her 
milk from a cup. 

“She has bacon and toast and 
cerea] along with her milk at her 
morning meal, usually about 7:30. 
At noon she hag a bow! of soup, 
some custard and things from the 
table, such as mashed potatoes and 
gravy and vegetables. 

“In the evening she has cereal 
and her bottle of milk and some 
times a dish of cooked fruit, if we 
have it. Between meals she likes 
crackers and toast and pieces of 
banana. She seems dissatisfied if 
she doesn't get these, She doesn't 
seem very heavy to me because she 
weighed 22 pounds at one year.” 

The gain after the first year is 
very meager and because it has 
been so noticeable during the first 
12 months, mothers are inclined to 
worry about it. About a half pound 
gain is adequate for this period, 

The bottle should be abandoned 
now that baby has become a big 
girl. She is using this as a bed-time 
soother and instead she should eat 
her meal and go to bed with no- 
thing but a drink of water. Taper 
off that ceremony gradually by 
putting less and less in the bottle 
until there is no more milk to be 
had. r) 
The plecing is probably respon- 
sible for depriving her of suffi- 
clent appetite to eat all she needs 
at each regular meal. It’s better to 
provide the foods the child needs 
and no¢ build up the habit of 
feeding her from the family table. 
There are excellent combinations 
of food, in cans, to be given the 
runabout, if you don’t want to 
cook the different varieties your- 
self. With these choices you can 
always see that there is some 
vegetable and some fruit—such 
&s you yourself would eat—so that 
baby can have it each day at the 
night meal,

Works Of Modern Composers 


Feature Music 


EPRESENTATIVE writings of 
modern Canadian, British and 
United States composers were 
heard at the regular meeting of the 
Women's Musical Club on Saturday 
afternoon in the Masonic Temple. 
Within the scope of such a _ pro- 
gram, the picture of compositions 
by modern composers, of necessity 
was sketchy and more especially 
in the absence of orchestra] contri- 
butions, wherein the moderns are 
heard to better advantage, How- 
ever, a fair picture was presented, 
with. vocal, violin, piano and choir 
numbers included. 

Just how Samuel Coleridge-Tay- 
lor came to be classed as an Ameri- 
can composer is not understood, 
He was born in London on August 
15, 1875, the son of a doctor of 
medicine, a native of Sierra Leone, 
Africa and an English mother. 
However, his three works, Tam- 
bourin, Lament and Waltz, proved 
as attractive as ever and found a 
first-class champion in Jessie Mer- 
cer, one of this city’s most accom- 
plished pianists. 

Miss Mercer later played Haw- 
thorne Glade and April Morning, 
from the suite April Fancies, by| 
Dr. F. J. Horwood of Toronto, and 
Ireland Spell by the modern Bri- 
tish John Ireland. In all, the solo- 
ist proved herself well-equipped 
technically and a sympathetic in- 
terpreter of the composers’ inten- 
tions.

The chest contains two of the 
vital organs, the lungs and the 


heart. The lungs are the lowest part 
of the breathing system which sys- 
bronchial 
tubes, the wind.pipe, the throat and 
the nose. 

Each lung is enclosed in a special 
kind of membrane called a pleura, 
being arranged in such a way that 
the Jung has plenty of room to move 
while the in and out movements of 
breathing are going on. 

There are several disorders of the 
chest which are important, such as 
bronchitis, tuberculosis, pneumonia 
and pleurisy. Two of the symptoms 
commonly associated with troubles 
of the chest are coughing and pain. 
Bronchitis may occur in either au 
acute or chronic form and refers io 
an inflammation of the bronchial 
tubes. The characteristic symptom 
of bronchitis is a cough, which may 
be accompanied by a sense of irri 
tation just beneath the breast bone. 

Possibly the chest disorder most 
feared by the average person is 
tuberculosis. This disease develops 
insidiously aS a rule, and in the 
first stage the patient may think 
merely that he is “run-down” and 
may not realize the seriousness of 
the situation, 

The early symptoms are weak- 
ness, tiring easily, a slight cough, 
and perhaps a feeling of heaviness 
through the chest. 

The patient having a tendency 
toward tuberculosis may bring on 
the disease by the practice of those 
faulty habits of living which pro- 
duce enervation and lower resist- 
ance: Improper food, lack of sleep, 
lack of exercise and fresh air, con- 
stipation, all of these apparently 
contribute toward building up the 
lowered resistance which will allow 
tuberculosis to get a start provid- 
ing the patient has a predisposition 
toward a weakness of the lungs, 

At the present time, pneumonia 
is one of the most widely discussed 
of all the respiratory diseases, 
because of the new system of typ- 
ing which has been worked out. 
Broncho-pneumonia may be the re- 
sult of bronchitis, representing a 
downward extension of the inflam- 
mation seen in the bronchial tubes. 
Lobar pneumonia gets its name 
from the fact that it usually starts 
in the lobe of one lung. This form 
of pneumonia often abates through 
crisis; that is, there is a sudden 
change which occurs when danger 
subsides. . 

Pleurisy refers to an inflamma- 
tion of a pleura and is accompanied 
by the throwing out of fluid into 
the pleura] cavity, The patient com- 
plains of ‘a sharp, stabbing pain 
which {is made worse with each 
breath. 

The fortunate fact .about most 
diseases of the chest is that they are 
preventable. With proper regard for 
good habits of living it is generally 
possible to avoid them entirely. 

Fresh air, out of door exercise, 
correct food, good posture and 
breathing properly will do much to
